Bridge Supervisor of the Henderson 
Route Has Both Legs Broken. 



Edward McAfee, of this city, bridge 
supervisor for the Henderson Route, 
had both legs broken, at Guston, Fri- 
day, by being struck by a pleOC of 
piling. The piling was being loaded 
on a car, when one end slipped and 
struck Mr. McAfee below the knees 

The accident occurred shortly after 
noon. The piling was being loade- 1 
on t,he "pile-driver" train trom the 
side of the track with a derrick. Some 
ot the piling was about fifty Itet in 
length, and as Mr. McAfee was tak- 
ing a measurement, while standing 
near the train, one of the long pieces 
was swung into place. The larger end 
accidentally caught in a drain box 
and the smaller end swung around 
with great force, striking Mr. McAfee 
and causing a compound lraetnre of 
the right leg above the ankle and a 
simple break of the left leir below 
the knee. Fortunately he was strrek 
in the lower part of the body and suff- 
er\ | no internal injuries. 

The injuries ot Mr. McAfee were 
dressed by Dr. J.V Prewitr. sargeoi 
fSB the Henderson Route, at West 
Puint. and then he was brought on

While grasping a small Incandescent 
electric lamp one night ProfSaaSS Soin-

class as well as his lingers even before 
the electric # current was completed. 
This phenomenon could 1m- proAttCUd 
several times by rubbing the Stsctrid 
bulb with the hand. Not all electric 
bulbs are suitable for the experiment. 
Those which have been used for some 
time and which show the well known 
dark coating of carbon particles an 
especially apt to fall. After rubbing a 
new or nearly new lamp c mtiiinlng no 
metallic conductors strongly on the 
skin of the forehead or lower arm. to 
Withdraw the lamp suddenly from lbs 
skin will cause the bulb to show the 
luminous phenomenon. Withdrawing 
the lamp and Stopping it suddenly 
causes Its outlines to stand out dis- 
tinctly illuminated, while in the middle 
a bright spot is observed.

An Odd Indoatrr. 

One of the strangest of modern indus- 
tries Is that carried ou in the Jura dis- 
trict In France.

The species of rabbits whleb 
furnish the raw material for the manu- 
facturing process is the Angora rabbit, 
Which has received the name of the silk 
rabbit.

Twenty years Is the usual IgS at 

which the Oral cutting is mads, after 

that tl rk may be harvested about 

every ten years. The tlrst cut, which 
Is called virgin bark, is of little ralUc, 
as it Is coarse iu texture and deeply 
seamed. The tree may be BXpsCted to 
live and yield cork until H Is ISO years 
old. 

In Spain and some other European 
countries corks are still made by hand, 
each One being pared from a square 
block by a common knife. Iu this 
country, where are made the oaost 
corks in the world, the work Is done by 
machinery, all of which Is of American 
invention and manufacture. Every boy 
who has ever whittled a cork for a 
fishing bob or a popgun pellet knows 
bow difficult the material Is to cut 
smoothly. To do It well his knife must 
be as Sharp us a razor and must be 
used with a drawing motion, not a 
mere pressure, and If the cork be wet 
so much the better. The same difficul- 
ties confront the manufacturer by ma- 
chinery and are met In the same way. 

The bark, after having beeu wet niid 
then allowed to remain for a t ie in 
damp cellars to soften, goes first to 
the stripping machines, which reduce 
it to slabs of a size proportionate to 
the corks

Thi- he accomplished finally to- 
day. It remains now for the belli- 
gerent powers to name their pleni- 
potentiaries and agree upon a 
time and place for them to meet 
to discuss terms and to negotiate 
a treaty of peace.

For Improvement of Ohio. 

Cincinnati, June s — The conference 
of United States Engineers to consid- 
er and report on plane for improving 
the Ohio river was begun to-dav at 
the headquarters or Col. E. H. Rnff- 
ner. 

The task before them is to report on
